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5. Our deadline for receipt of external requests for inclusion 
m the composite tuition advance, covering those sponsored for 
academic courses at local universities, is 9 January. Requests 
have been pouring in all week, and if this trend continues, we may 
ave the largest number yet of Agency-sponsored people in part 
time academic training. Since 30 December, 268 requests have 
come in; 240 are for the above type of training. We can also expect 
a large number of requests, which are handled on a reimbursable 
basis, after our deadline.
